WASHINGTON. Dec. IO.— Compul­ 
sory military service is declared 
by 
Secretary Garrison, m his annual re­ 
port made public yesterday, to be the 
only resort of the United States in 
providing 
an 
adequate 
defense, 
should citizens fail to enlist in the 
continental army proposed as a 
re­ 
serve to the regular army. 
Secretary 
Garrison 
throws 
down the gauntlet to former Sec­ 
retary Bryan and other oppon­ 
ents of military preparedness in 
this declaration: “ If the nation 
requires certain service and of­ 
fers the most favorable oppor­ 
tunity for the citizens to furnish 
such service, it must then resort 
to some method of compelling 
the service.” 
I* for C onscription 
Mr. Garrison makes 
this 
plain 
statement after discussing the pros­ 
pects of raising a reserve army 
of 
400,000 men through voluntary en ­ 
listment. 
’’With respect to the an­ 
nual installments of 133,000 men for 
the Continental army,” says the sec­ 
retary of war, “the question undoubt­ 
edly will .be frequently asked: can 
they be secured? Will you get the 
men?

On a speeding coast train bound 
for Chicago, Chief of Police John B. 
\\ ebber early broke into a sleeping 
tar compartment 
and 
arrested 
a 
youth giving his name as Clifford 
skinner, 21, believed to have been 
chautteur of the bandit automobile 
which yesterday figured in the bold 
daylight raid upon the Western blate 
bank of St. Paul. 
W ith Skinner was 
arrested a handsome young woman 
claiming to ne his wife, but believed 
by the police to be Miss Lillian Mit­ 
ten of Chicago. 
Three 
roils 
of bills amounting 
in ail to $265, were handed over to 
the chief by Miss Mitten. 
She drag­ 
ged them out of her stockings when 
the chief threatened to search her in 
the compartment early today, after 
he had put handcuffs on Skinner. 
Significant Remark 
The chief and his prisoners left 
the train at Tomah and returned to 
La Crosse shortly before daybreak. 
Although Skinner steadfastly refus­ 
ed to discuss the robbery with the 
chief, he made the significant re­ 
mark: 
“ PII go back and make a clean 
breast of it to Martenson.” 
Oscar Martenson is the chief of po­ 
lice in Minneapolis. 
To all questions put by Chief Web­ 
ber, Skinner returned the answer; 
“ I'm not talking, Chief.” 
He still refused to talk this morn­ 
ing. 
A St. Paul detective arrived at 
noon to take Skinner and the wo­ 
man back. 
Chief Webber was ex­ 
pected to accompany the party. 
Skinner is believed to be Ray Al­ 
len, wanted in St. Paul for complicity 
in the daylight holdup. Allen was im­ 
plicated by the three others of the 
bandit quartet, w ho have been round­ 
ed up by the M inneapolis police.

of

which totalled $3,000 was recovered 
at the lodgings of the trio arrested 
in Minneapolis, but the larger share 
has not been found.

Hyphen” Not A New Factor In U. S. BREAK IS POSSIBLE

Four Members of Central 
Company in Danger when 
Part of Upper Structure 
Begins to Tumble 


At 3 o'clock this afternoon the La 
Cross*; Knitting Works factory on 
North Second street was apparently 
doomed from 
fire, 
which started 
shortly after 2 o'clock. 
At that time 
all of the fire apparatus on the south 
side was engaged 
in 
fighting the 
blaze. 
Two-thirds of the building 
was a furnace of flames. A three- 
eleven alarm was sent in at 3 o’clock. 
C. N. Harrington, manager of the 
factory, said that all of the employes 
had escaped. 
The fire began from 
unknown causes in the glove depart­ 
ment. 
By 3:30 every hose company in the 
city, with the exception of one north 
side company, were in service. Seven 
lines of hose were employed. Two- 
thirds of the building was ablaze, 
the flames shooting high into the 
sky. 
The top story of ‘ he building, 
constructed of wood, in which was 
kept the woolen 
linters, gave the 
firemen their hardest fight. 
Chief 
Bradfield called off four hosemen 
from the central station when por­ 
tions of this upper structure began 
to tumble to the ground. 
The fire 
was not totally extinguished until 
4:15. 


Counterpart of Present Situation Found in Troubles 
with France Early in the Life 
of the 
Nation 
Genet Incident Like The Boy-Ed Case 


While the country is reverberating with President Wilson’s ringing 
| denunciation of citizens of adulterated patriotism, it is interesting to re­ 
call that there ft nothing new about the “hyphen” as a factor in our na­ 
tional affairs except the name. 
In many ways the present situation of the 
United States with regard to its neutrality in the European war finds a 
counterpart in the period of our national infancy. 
Even the request for 
the recall of Boy-Ed and Von Papon has a precedent in the Genet incident 
during the second administration of Washington; and the “next step” 
which has hovered persistently over the horizon of our negotiations with 
Germany is not entirely without parallel in the history of our foreign re­ 
lations, for from 1796 to 1799 theie was no diplomatic connection be­ 
tween France and the United States. 
Disrespectful lo President 
Genet was ambassador of the French republic during the period of 
the directory. 
His recall was requested by President Washington after 
a spectacular and flagrant attempt to over-ride the president’s procla­ 
mation of neutrality in the Franco-British war in which Genet went so 
far as openly to contemplate an appeal to the American public over the 
head of the government. 
Genet came to this country during Washington’s second term, land­ 
ing at Charleston, S. C., instead of Boston because contrary winds drove 
his ship from its course. 
But he was in no hurry to present his creden­ 
tials at the federal capital, and he stayed for months in Charleston, fitting 
out American ships with French pri vateer commissions to prey upon Brit­ 
ish commerce, appointing 
consuls and establishing what were virtually 
French prize 
courts 
in American ports. 
When he did eventually set

DUPONT WAR BOOM

Several companies of the national 
guard are maintaining strict watch | 
to prevent looting, but have not had 
j to shoot, Bowles reported. 
The lynching of a Negro reported 
'by refugees arriving here, was also j 
denied by Bowles. 
Petersburg resi­ 
dents, however, insist they saw 
a 
Negro being dragged by a rope about 
his neck toward a grove near the city. 
Another Negro was shot by an Ital­ 
ian, but not fatally. 
A falling wall 
crushed one man. 
Hands Fail to Report 
, 
Persons returning from Hopewell 
said when the Dupont plant opened 
for work only a handful of employes j 
reported. 
They had spent a night i 
of terror in the ruins searching for 
valuables, or slept across what few’ 
of their possessions they had saved. 
Hundreds of men sat on their trunks 
or bags of clothing all night with 
pistols or shotguns across their laps, 
watching for looters. 


ELEVATORS BURN 
PROBE BEGUN BY 
FEDERAL AGENTS 


More Than Half 
Million. 
Bushels Destroyed with 
a Total Loss of 
$750,000 


ERIE, Pa., Dec. IO.— Fire, which 
early today destroyed three Anchor 
line grain elevators, 
bulging with 
550,000 bushels of grain consigned 
to the allies, brought state and gov­ 
ernment investigators to the scene to 
run down reports that pro-German 
incendiaries started the blaze. 
The 
loss is placed at $750,000. 
An investigation was begun imme­ 
diately despite statements by officials 
of the Erie Ac Western Transportation 
company, owning 
the Anchor line, 
that the blaze started high in ele­ 
vator B of the burned trio. 
Indica­ 
tions, they said, wrere that spontane­ 
ous combustion caused the fire. 
If spies started the blaze, it 
was 
said, they could not have selected a 
more opportune time. 
Erie has dis­ 
co! limit'd fire tug service on the wa­ 
ter front, where the elevators were 
situated and when the flames were 
discovered the streets 
through the 
surrounding railroad 
yards 
were 
blocked by freight trains. 
As a re­ 
sult of the blockade fire apparatus 
was delayed in reaching the burn­ 
ing buildings and the flames gained 
great headway. 
The elevators were known to have 
been under extra guards ever since 
grain for the allies was 
placed in 
storage. 
Five grain laden steamers 
lying near the elevators were drawn 
away and saved.

DEMANDS STRICT ACCOUNTABILITY 


Position Is Taken Action 
Used in German inter­ 
change Not Necessary 
in This Case 


WASHINGTON, Dec. IO.— Ameri­ 
ca’'; note to Austria on the Ancona 
is practically an ultimatum, it was 
earned on nign auinonty today. 
It was stated on high authority 
that this country has placed herself 
iu a position to sever diplomatic re­ 
lations with Vienna if Austria does 
not accede to demands. 
It is understood that President 
Wilson has also decided that Aus­ 
trian Consul Non Nuber at Se w York 
must go. 
The evidence against this 
oihciai has been accumulating 
for 
some lime, but as in m e case of Von 
Fapen, action has been postponed, It 
is understood, tor reasons best known 
to the administration. 
The demands ot tne note to Aus­ 
tria are very strong and an imme- 
uiate reply is requested. 
VV hat are 
tueir exact nature cannot be learn­ 
ed, but it is understood that one teat* 
are requires that the captain of the 
submarine which sank the Ancona, be 
held to strict accountability for his 
act. 
It is understood to be this govern­ 
ment’s idea that owing to the rela­ 
tionship between Germany and Aus­ 
tria it was not necessary to handle 
the Ancona incident irom the 
be­ 
ginning as in the case with Germany, 
but rather to handle it with the un­ 
derstanding that Vienna was famil­ 
iar with this country’s attitude and 
that negotiations should be picked up 
where they were left off with Ger­ 
many. 
No more delays such as have been 
negotiated in the Lusitania case will 
be tolerated. 
REFUGEES LEAVE 
NEW YORK TO SEEK 
HOMES IN THE WEST 


People .Relate Tales of Ex­ 
treme 
Cruelty Suf­ 
fered in tile War 
Zone 


NEW YORK, Dec. 
IO.— Enroute 
to new homes in Chicago and on mid­ 
dle western farms, 400 women and 
children, refugees 
from . the war 
swept countries of Europe expect to 
be released from Ellis island today. 
They are in charge of Father John 
Deville of Chicago. The party arriv­ 
ed from Rotterdam with tales of 
horror 
and suffering 
in the war 
Agones of Belgium, Russian 
Poland, 
Galicia and the Balkan states. 
Mrs. Anastasia Korchipitz of Bar- 
nok, near Czarnow'itz, will join her 
husband near Wilmington, Del. She 
told how she had lived three weeks 
in the cellar of her home with the 
family cow' which she had driven into 
the cellar just before the Russians 
entered the town. She said she lived 
on the milk and potatoes, while the 
town changed hands nine times, at 
last selling the cow to an Austrian 
officer for passage to America. 
Mrs. Glein of Detroit said she saw 
an Austrian officer kill her grand­ 
mother with his sword in Russian 
Poland. The women, she said, suf­ 
fered terribly from hunger and ex­ 
posure when the 
Austrians 
razed 
whole villages to clear the range for 
their guns. 
A majority of the refugees are Bel 
gian8.

The argum ent which m ov­ 
ed the governm ent to accept the un­ 
favorable agreem ent was chiefly that 
the alternative was war— a war in 
which the new’ and weak nation had 
little to gain, with chances against 
victory.

A l­ 
though It stipulated that nothing in 
it should he taken to invalidate ex­ 
isting treaties with other countries,

and defensive alliance m ade by the 
United States with 
France shortly 
after the revolution. France by sus­ 
pending the functions of her am bas­ 
sador at Philadelphia. He was Adet, 
who succeeded Genet. A lthough re­ 
lieved of his diplom atic duties, Adet 
remained in this country to watch 
the course of affairs. This was late in 
1796. 
American Am bassador 
Pinckney, 
sent to Paris to relieve Am bassador 
Monroe, was refused recognition by 
the French directory, and returned 
to this country after he had received 
a broad intim ation that his presence 
was obnoxious. 
But the severance of diplom atic 
relations produced no further steps. 
France did not 
want war. T alley­ 
rand, head of the directory, w as a t­ 
tem pting a bluff to force riuiuncia- 
tion of the Jay treaty with England 
And there was a personal m otive of 
corruption in his attitude, as early 
events showed. 
Directory S ou gh t B ribe 
In an effort to re-open relations 
with France and reach a pacific set­ 
tlem ent of the dispute, the United 
States in 1797 sent three com m is­ 
sioners to Paris. They were neither 
officially received nor turned 
out, 
but they were repeatedly visited by 
a com m ittee of three representing 
the directory w hile their official re­ 
ception was put o ff by a series of 
delays. Before recognizing the A m ­ 
ericans the directory, 
through 
its 
agents, wanted assurance of an A m ­ 
erican loan to France, and dem and­ 
ed a $240,000 bribe to Talleyrand 
and his lieutenants. This the Am eri­ 
cans indignantly refused. They were 
never received, and eventually sail­ 
ed for home, where their story arous­ 
ed the greatest popular indignation. 
The tale of their treatm ent becam e 
a m atter of official 
record 
when 
President Adams sent 
the 
fam ous 
"X. Y. Z." correspondence to con­ 
gress. The *‘X. Y. Z." papers were 
the negotiations that had passed be­ 
tween the American com m issioners 
and the agents of the directory. The 
initials were used by the president 
to conceal the nam es of the French 
negotiators. 
"P rniaiiM liiom s P r o p a g a n d a " 
F ollow ing the return of the com ­ 
m issioners and the publication of the 
"X. Y. Z.” papers there arose a wave 
of sentim ent 
very like 
the 
"pre­ 
paredness" propaganda of the pres­ 
ent day. It was seized upon by H am ­ 
ilton to foster his pet am bition of a 
m ilitary expansion, and with other 
federalists he began to agitate for 
a 
larger arm y and navy. Betw een 
March 27 and July 16 tw enty bills 
providing for strengthening of the 
national defense were passed. A new 
army was provided for and recruit­ 
ing actually began, but it had not

T hese passed in 1798. T he sedition 
law was invoked in ten cases, and all 
resulted in convictions and im p osi­ 
tions of fines or im prisonm ent, but 
the country so resented this a ttem p t 
to curtail its liberty of speech that 
the law w as soon abandoned. The 
three w ere repealed in 1803, after 
the republicans had com e into pow ­ 
er under the leadership of T hom as 
Jefferson. The fines were refunded, 
but not until 1840. 
The ill-advised alien and sedition 
law s w ere no m ore than an incident 
of the period. D uring 1798 and 1799 
the United States was virtually at 
war with

In 
this period th e French lost eigh ty- 
four ships, m ost of them privateers, 
to Am erican gunnery and seam an ­ 
ship.

That the French took this resist 
ance so m eekly indicated that they 
had no real desire for war, despite 
their abrupt severance of diplom atic 
relations. President Adam s was also 
firm ly against war, and he exploded 
a bomb beneath cabinet and congress 
in the final days of his ad m inistra­ 
tion 
when 
he 
nom inated 
W illiam 


V ans Murray 
as 
am bassador 
to 
France. There w as 
opposition, hut 
th e president was firm , and his op­ 
ponents w ere able to secure only a 
m od ification of his Intention. Event­ 
ually three com m ission ers w e e sent 
to France, instead of an ambassador. 
T hey w ere w ell-received, for Talley­ 
rand had becom e persuaded of the 
fu tility o f his a ttem p t to frighten 
the A m erican republic, and he had 
no w’isti to provoke open war. 
T hus ended th e 
troubles 
with 
France. T he 
republicans, 
one of 
w h ose te n e .s w as a sm all standing 
arm y, had c o m e into 
power. The 
cloud of w*ar w hich H am ilton and 
o th er fed eralists m ade so much cap­ 
ital had van ish ed , and with It van­ 
ished the sen tim en t 
for 
prepared­ 
ness. T he arm y w as discharged In 
1800, alth ough 
it had 
practically 
disintegrated 
before 
that time. In 
fact, h istory records that It was n e v ­ 
er popular except in the first flush 
of 
popular 
resen tm en t 
against 
France. Even In 1797 recruiting had 
lagged, and the state of the troops 
w as such th at a m em ber of the cab­ 
inet was able to w rite "the army 
progresses like a w ounded snake."

WASHINGTON. D. C-. Dec. IO.— 
Tho dog in the country>is a useful 
and pleasant adjunct to the (arm if 
he is properly controlled and cared 
for. but when neglected, may read­ 
ily become a carrier of disease to 
stock, in addition to gaining oppor­ 
tunity to kill sheep and destroy gar­ 
dens and other property. I>og ordin­ 
ances. as a general rule, have been 
intended chiefly to curb the dog s 
power of doing harm by attacking, 
biting, killing or running sheep or 
stock. The part that he plavs as a 
carrier of diseases to animals only 
recently has been recognized, accord­ 
ing to the zoologists of the depart­ 
ment of agriculture, 
who 
believe 
that when this is better understood. 
rural ordinances and laws which les­ 
sen this danger will gain the sup- 
port of the community. 
Of the diseases carried to stock by 
dogs, the foot-and-mouth disease is 
probably of the greatest interest at 
this time. In this case the dog acts 
as a mechanical carrier of infection. 
The dog which runs across an in­ 
fected farm easily may carry in the 
dirt on his feet the virus of this most 
contagious of animal diseases to o th ­ 
er farms and thus spread the disease 
to the neighboring herds. In infected 
localities it is absolutely essential 
therefore, to keep all dogs chained 
and never to allow’ them off the farm 
except on leash. 
There are, however, many othei 
maladies in the spread of whirh the 
dog takes an active part. In Bulletin 
260 of the United States department 
of agriculture, “The Dog as a Car­ 
rier of Parasites and Disease,*’ it is 
pointed out that 
rabies, 
hydatid, 
ringw orm, favus. double-pored ta* e- 
worm, roundworm, and tongueworm 
are often conveyed to human beings 
in this way. It occasionally happens 
also that the dog helps fleas an I 
ticks in transmitting bubonic plague 
or the dreaded spotted fever. 
Hydatid disease is caused by the 
presence In the liver, kidneys, brain. 
lungs, aud other organs, of a blad­ 
der worm or larvaj tapeworm. Blad­ 
der worms are often as large as an 
orange and may be larger. A dog 
which is allowed to feed on carrion 
or the raw’ viscera of slaughtered 
animals may eat all or part of a 
bladder worm containing numerous 
tapeworm heads. 
These 
tapeworm 
heads develop into small segmented 
tapeworms in the intestines of the 
dog. The tapeworms in turn develop 
eggs which are passed out in the 
excrement of the dog. 
They 
are 
spread broadcast on grass and In 
drinking water where animals can 
very well eat them and thus become 
infected. The hog is particularly lia­ 
ble to this disease because of its 
rooting habits. The eggs may get 
into human food, and persons who 
allow dogs to lick their hands and 
fate also run the risk of getting th** 
eggs of the tapeworm in their sys­ 
tems. 
Should Restrain Dog 
Prevention on the farm consists 
in so restraining the dog that he 
can not get at carrion or raw vis­ 
cera. Viscera should be boiled before 
being fed to dogs and should never 
be thrown on the fields. If not cook­ 
ed and fed, viscera and 
carcasses 
should be burned, buried with lime, 
or so disused of as not to be acces­ 
sible to dogs. Proper feeding of the 
dog is essential, and the owner who 
does not feed a dog properly has no 
right to keep one.

the industrial commission. The suits 
will involve am ounts of money ru n ­ 
ning into the thousands. In the can­ 
ning seasons of 1912, 1913 and 1914 
there were fourteen similar suits in­ 
volving payments of more than $2,- 
500 in penalties, the highest single 
penalty being $350 and the lowest 
$30. 
Three years ago 
the 
industrial 
commission, under legal authority, 
granted special concessions to the 
canners because of the peculiar ne­ 
cessities and unusual conditions of 
the industry. Most of the companies 
were able to get along without over­ 
stepping the legal bounds while oth­ 
ers practically ignored the law and 
put profits before the statutes. These 
were punished in the hope that they 
would do better the next season and 
as an example to other canners. Dur­ 
ing the sum m er of 1915, however, 
there were some unusually flagrant 
violations of the industrial commis­ 
sion, which adm inisters the law, had 
no option* but to start actions. The 
snits are In the nature of actions In 
debt, each separate 
violation 
con­ 
stituting a separate count with a pen­ 
alty of from $10 to $100. All of the

courts with the district attorney rep­ 
resenting the state.

Chinese Students Alliance of Ameri­ 
ca, numbering 5,000, have taken up 
the cudgel against the reversion of 
China to the monarchial form of gov­ 
ernment and for the furtherance of 
democracy in their native land. The 
students at the University of Wis­ 
consin are taking an active part in 
the protest against the movement 
for the re-establishment of a mon­ 
archy in China. 
A telegram voicing 
this protest was recently sent to 
President Yuan. 
“Our students here al the univer­ 
sity are unanimous in the desire to 
keel) a republican form of govern­ 
ment, said Kan Su, 
a 
prominent 
member of the Chinese student colony 
today. 
“ We are not able to get much In­ 
formation on the monarchial move­ 
ment first hand, because the Chi­ 
nese press is singularly silent on the 
subject,’’ declared Mr. Su, “but the 
fact that It has not been crushed 
months ago has made us firm in the 
belief that President Yuan is, in re­ 
ality, back of it. 
He has the army
